Modifying 
Plant No. 2 


Modification of the Yorba Linda 
County Water District’s Plant No. 2 
on Highland Avenue between Buena 
Vista and Yorba Linda Boulevard 
has begun, general manager Ralph 
Shook announced. 

The $83,000 contract to install a 
new natural gas operated engine, 
horizontal split case pump and 
concrete block building has been 
awarded to Triad Mechanical, Inc. of 
Gardena, Shook said. Terms of the 
contract call for the project to be 
completed by mid August. 

Shook said installation of the new 
engine to operate the booster pumps 
will increase the plant’s reliability 
by housing a second power source. 
The 200 horsepower engine will 
have a pumping capacity of 4,000 
gallons per minute. 

‘“‘This means that all four of our 
pumping plants will have alternate 
power sources to operate the pumps. 
In the event of a power failure, we 
can operate on natural gas and still 
maintain service’’, Shook explained.

The council has set aside three 
study sessions for going over the 
proposed budget, with more to be 
scheduled as needed. 

Meetings will be held at City Hall 
beginning at 7 p.m. on the following 
days: Tuesday, May 11; Tuesday, 
May 18 and Monday, May 24. 

The desirability of eucalyptus 
trees also came under discussion at 
Monday’s meeting. ; 

‘‘They’re a mess,’’ said Council- 
man Whit Cromwell. ‘‘The sooner 
you get rid of them, the sooner you 
can replace them with some nice 
trees.”’ 

‘Being a long-time resident,’’ 
retorted Councilman Dale T. 
Chaput, ‘Councilman Cromwell 
may not understand why people 
have come to Yorba Linda.’’ 

‘They like the rural atmosphere 
the trees provide.”’ 

The issue arose over the question 
of whether a developer should be 
required to remove _ standing 
eucalyptus trees along Ohio Street 
south of Yorba Linda Boulevard, 


adjacent to his development. 
Cromwell favored removing the 
trees, installing street improve- 


ments, and planting new trees. 

Other council members leaned 
toward preserving the existing stand 
and requiring the developer to post a 
bond to cover cost of installing 
improvements later. 

Cromwell further questioned the 
advisability of this approach, 
Suggesting that cost of improve- 
ments would rise faster than a bond 
could draw interest, resulting in cost 
to the city. 

In response to a question, City 
Engineer Roy Stephenson confirm- 
ed that in other cities where he has 
worked, cost of improvements had at 
times far exceeded the bonds meant 
to cover them. 

Possible resolution of the conflict 


lies in a proposal by Councilman 
Anton M. Groot that the city draw up 
a master plan of street improve- 
ments, similar to its master plan of 
drainage. 

Such a plan would presumably 
define what improvements would 
eventually be installed where, 
thereby providing guidance on 
which trees could be left and which 
removed. 

City Counsel Leonard Hampel 
reported that the plan, proposed at 
the council’s April 19 meeting, 
seemed to be permissible under law. 

The proposal will be given further 
study over the coming weeks. 

In other action, the council--

Mother’s Day 


Sir: 
Mother’s Day, May 9th will be a 


very special day for most women in 
America. As a daughter and a 
mother, I know the joy of celebrating 
with loved ones, and I look forward 
to it. 

I feel a deep sense of thankfulness 
for having a truly loving mother and 
am filled with pride at the gift of 
three very specia! children, two fast 
growing into adulthood. Yes, 
Mother’s Day will be special 
because those I cherish most dearly 
will be near. 

But for some, Mother's Day will 
be a day without complete 
happiness. For some Mothers there 
can be no joy. Three years after the 
signing of the Paris Agreement 
ending the war in Southeast Asia, 
the mothers of over 1300 men still do 
not know with certainty whether 
their sons are dead or alive. 

Many Americans either don’t 
know or don’t care that the families 
of those men, long listed as 
Prisoners of War or Missing in 
Action still do not know the fate of 
their loved ones. 

What kind of Mother’s Day will 
Sgt. Don Spark’s mother have? In 
April 1970 she received a letter from 
her son after he had been held 
P.O.W. by the Viet Cong for over 10 
months, Yet when the prisoners 
returned in 1973 Don was neither 
among them, nor was he accounted 
for. Someone can account for Don, 
and end his mothers heartache. 

On May 17, 1967, Lt. Ron Dodge 
was captured near Hanoi, a 
photograph and accompanying 
article stating details of his capture 
appeared in a Paris magazine. Yet, 
Ron has not come home, nor has he 
been accounted for. Someone can 
tell his mom whether he is dead or 
alive. 

Mother's Day might be an even 
more special day for the mother of 
Sgt. Richard Magtin. May 9th will be 
her sons 29th birthday. But Mrs. 
Martin cannot celebrate because she 
does not know whether Richard, an 
MIA, is dead or alive. 

A mother who loses her son in 
death, suffers a deep emotional 
shock, yet she does know that he is 
dead, that is a final reality. But for a 
mother to suffer for as long as 11 
years is a cruelty beyond human 
imagination. 

Col. David Hadlicka was captured 
in Laos.on May 18, 1965 and photos 
of him in captivity appeared severai 
months later in Pravda. A 
propaganda broadcast from Red 
China also confirmed his status as a 
POW. When the men came home his 
family was shocked to find that 
David was not among them, nor has 
he ever beén accounted for, either 
by Hanoi or the Pathet Lao. 

Where are these and other known 
prisoners? Someone knows and can 
account for them, dead or alive. 

I pray the negotiations now being 
conducted by a Congressional 
Sub-Committee, will be successful, 
and that this will be the last 
Mother’s Day that these Mother’s 


will suffer the agony of the 
unknown.

Teachers ‘Throw 


Book’ At Board 


Teachers in the Placentia Unified 
School District presented their 
proposed contract to district trustees 
Monday asking for almost 14 per 
cent totaling approximately $2.3 
million in salary increases. 

Other articles of the 124-page 
proposal prepared by the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, 
which has petitioned to become the 
exclusive representative for all 
district teachers during collective 
bargaining negotiations, include 
additional days of paid leave and a 
full dental and orthodonture plan for 
teachers and employees, in addition 
to current health benefits. 


The package was presented to 
trustees by Barbara Steinberger, 
president of the PUEA on behalf of 
the negotiating team under the new 
educational collective bargaining 
law which goes into effect this year. 


Even though the law does not 
become fully effective until July 1, 
teacher and management teams 
have agreed to begin negotiations in 
an effort to conclude a contract 


+ 


before the 1976-77 budget is 
adopted in August. 
The proposed salary increase 


would raise beginning teachers 
salaries from $9,214 to $10,502. The 
top of the schedule would go from 
$20,305 for teachers with 24 years of 
«2xperience to $23,147 for those with 
(8 years of experience, according to 
Eligene Dorn, chief negotiator for 
the district. 


The proposal from teachers also 
spells out how many hours teachers 
should spend each week on their 
jobs at the school site, with a 
seven-hour maximum per day, 
including preparation time. 

In addition, the proposal asks for 
the district to approve an agency 
shop concept, in which all teachers 
must join PUEA, which is an affiliate 
of the California Teachers Associa- 
tion (CTA), or pay a service fee to the 
association or to a _ charitable 
organization in the amount of dues 
and assessments. 

Teachers also wrote into their 
proposal assurances for personal 
and academic freedom in perform- 
ing their teaching duties. 

Any citizen or parent complai 
about a teacher shall be report 
immediately to the teacher with a 
parent conference resulting, if so 
elected by the teacher or 
complainant, at which an association 
representative may be present. 


The district negotiation team will 
file management's proposal to the 
trustees in May. 

Before actual negotiations begin, 
the public is invited to read the 
proposed contract and make views 
known to trustees. Hearings will be 
held during the regular meeting of 
the board of education at 7:45 p.m. 
Monday, May 10. A copy of the 
teachers’ proposed contract is 
available in the office of Supt.
